Signor Caruso, World Famous Tenor, as He Appeared Testifying in His Own Be- 


half on Serious Charge. 


GUILTY; HID $10 


New York, Nov. 23.—Enrico Caruso. 


the famous Italian tenor, today was 
found guilty of annoying women In 
the Central park zoo garden. A fine 
of $10 was imposed. The verdict was 
rendered by Magistrate Baker in the 
Yorkville police court after a hearing 
which extended more than three days. 
Counsel for Caruso, in a closing argu- 
ment which consumed nearly an hour, 
declared that Caruso was the victim 
of a police conspiracy and appealed to 
the court not to blast a great career 
upon such flimsy evidence as had been 
produced against the singer. 
Speak- 


ing for the prosecution. Deputy Police 
Commissioner 
Mathot characterized 


Caruso as a man destitute of moral 
sense. 


I Ir. Mathot said he was not in court 


In the interest of the police depart- 
ment nor to defend Policeman Cain. 
"I am here," said Mr. Mathot, "on be- 
half of women, our wives and daugh- 
ters, to ask you if these panders and 
sexual perverts shall be permitted to 
use our public highways and the parks 
for the prosecution of their bestial 
performances." 


Every seat in the Yorkville police 


court was occupied today when the 
court opened for the hearing of the 


charge against Caruso. 
Out in th« 


street nearly a thousand people strug- 
gled unsuccessfully to pass the police 
line established to hold back a crowd. 


Mrs. Graham, the complaining wit- 


ness, was not in the court room. Mr. 
Mathot said today that Graham was 
not the woman's correct name. 


Savagely Attacks Caruso. 


Deputy Police 
Commissioner 
Ma- 


thot in his argument against Caruso 
declared that Caruso 
was a moral 


pervert, who should be kept out of 
decent society. Mr. Mathot said that 
the reason why Hannah Graham had 
not appeared in court was that she 
feared to face a crowd of perverts 
such as commonly attended such a 
hearing and such a crowd as was then 
present. The spectators in the court- 
room hissed Mathot at this remark. 


Deputy Commissioner Mathot In his 


closing argument again savagely at- 
tacked Caruso, declaring him to be a 
man of unfit morals, unworthy of be- 
ing received in any home and unfit to 
associate with persons in decent so- 
ciety. He warmly defended the New 
York police department and declared 
that it was absurd to charge as had 
been charged by the defense that the 
case against Caruso was "framed" by 
the police.

vice president of the American Ship- 
ping company, was today shot and 
killed by his wife, who afterwards 
committed sulcido. 


The tragedy occurred in the apart- 


ments occupied by the Dclanys at the 
home of Mrs. Cyrus Woods, 490 La- 
salie avenue. The couple had been in 
this city 
but u few 
weeks, having 


come from New York. The body of 
Delany was found on the bed with :t 
bullet wound in the back of the head. 
The body of Mrs. Delany was lying 
close by, a bullet having been flrcd 
into her brain through the mouth. The 
revolver was clutched in the hand of 
Mrs. 
Dnlany when the room was en- 


tered. 


The cause of the shooting is not 


known. Mrs. Woons, in whose house 
the tragedy took place, declared that 
Mr. and Mrs. Delany had not quarreled 
to her knowledge and said that she 
knew of nothing 
that 
could have 


caused Mrs. Delany to kill her hus- 
band and herself. 
Delany is said to 


be known among business men in New 
York, where 
he 
nad 
lived for the 


greater part of nis life. In his cloth- 
ing was found a card bearing the in- 
scription: 
".T. H. Delany, vice presi- 


dent of the American Shipping com- 
pany, New York." His name Is also 
n the Chicago directory as vice presi- 
lent of the America!* Shipping com- 
pany.

.hat Mrs. Delany killed her husband 
and then herself is by the location of

It was testified yesterday 
that Gillette said he was' trying to 
pick a lily when the boat upset. 


The boat itself was here introduced 


in evidence. It Is built of

strips of cedar, sharp at both ends and 
round bottom. 


Found Hair Clinging to Cleats. 


There was a decided sensation in 


court when the district attorney asked 
the witness If he had found anything 
unusual in the boat and he replied: 


"Yes, there was a quantity of long 


hair clinging to one of the cleats, 
removed a portion of it, which I have 
here, but quite a good deal is still in 
the boat just as I found It." 


The jury spent much time examln 


ing the boat and the hair. The crowi' 
in the court, room also pressed abou 
the boa.t. in nn effort, to see it and t.hp 
clinging strands of hair. It require< 
the efforts of half a dozen bailiffs t 
keep the people back.

The most 
efficient are continued from year to year 
and the careful selecting of new employee 
Is made possible In most cases by tbe 
personal visits of our financial secretary 
who lias been in more than 100 non-asso- 
ciation towns. These corresponding mem- 
bers represent the state association in 
their respective communities, distribute 
printed matter 
for general 
educational 


purposes and for special events like tho 
state convention, assist-in the arrange- 
ments for and conduct of young men's 
Sundays, give valuable co-operation in 
our financial canvass and help us follow 
with letters of introduction and other- 
wise young men leaving home to enter 
college or business In the cities of this 
and other states. Tbe value of such co- 
operation cannot be over-estimated and 
could be enhanced greatly by the addi- 
tion to our state work of a county depart- 
ment. 
Under- the supervision of a state 
county-work secretary, scores of towns 
still untouched could be brought Into 
this helpful relation to the association 
movement throughout the world. 


In twenty-seven towns and cities there 
has been agitation of some kind for local 
associations. 
Two-thirds of these have 
had one or more visits by a state secre- 
tary. In a few of them local conditions 
arc hopeful und our committee Is help- 
Ing develop a favorable attitude on tho 
part of those who are able to start build- 
ing movements with good-sized subscrip- 
tions.

mikado's empire and the splendid re- 
sults it accomplished, notably during 
the Russo-Japanese war. He told of 
the difficulties that beset 
the 
early 


leaders of the movement there, con- 
spicuous among which was the Jap- 
anese language 
itself, mastery of 


which for practical purposes necessi- 
tated a knowledge of a goodly pro- 
portion of the several thousand char- 
acters in the language. 


The speaker declared that the cities 


In ajpan dominate the .counutry, and 
that tho Y. M. C. A. movement in 
Japan had quickly recognized this fact 
and began the building up of organiza- 
tions at the stragetic points. The im- 
portance of the work carried on among 
the Japanese students was 
empha- 


sized, for, ho declared, "there Is no 
other nation In the world today whore 
college men so dominate affairs as in 
Japan." 
In closing his address Mr. 


Helm urged that tho state association 
do all In Its powed to aid and uphold 
tho laborers In Japan, which is des- 
tined, he believes, to 
become 
the 


leader among all the nations of the 
far enst. Mr. Helm Is planning to re- 
turn to his work In Tokio in February 
During the past summer he and his 
family made their home at 
• Wlnonn 


lake, nnd the young loader Is now pur- 
suing a special course of study nl 
Yale college, taking up with especial 
care the study of til* religions of the 
Japanese and tho Chinese, which will 
be invaluable to him In his work for 
the Young Men's Christian 
associa- 


tion.

It 
hung at a distance of 270 feet above 
the river and sagged about fifty feet 
In the center by its own weight.

berculosis commission, appointed by 
Governor Hanly two years ago to in- 
vestigate the need of a state institu- 
tion for the treatment of consumption, 
will recommend to 
the 
legislature 


that an appropriation of $200,000 be 
made for the construction of a hos- 
pital for consumption and the further 
suggestion will be made that action 
by the state be taken at once. 


In a few days the report of the com- 


mission, which is now complete, will 
be filed with Governor Hanly. 


The commission, after nearly two 


years of research in every part of the 
country where the white plague pre- 
vails, reaches the conclusion that fully 
75 per cent of those afflicted with con- 
sumption in its early stages can be 
restored to health. 


The tuberculosis committee was ap- 


pointed by the governor shortly after j 
the last session of the state legisla- i 
ture. The commission is composed of j 
L. F. Gage, of Grand View, chairman; 
Dr. Theodore Potter, Indianapolis, 
secretary; 
Senator 
A. E. 
Cavms, 


Terre Haute; Senator Carlwood. Sey- 
mour, and Representative R. N. EUi 
ott, Connersville. 


Will Recommend Campaign. 


"The commission will recommend," 


said Dr. Potter, "that the state begin 
vigorous combat against tuberculosis. 
We shall recommend not only the es- 
tablishment of a state hospital for 
:he .treatment of the disease, but that 
the state take a decided attitude to- 
ward its prevenion. Our invcsttfa- | 
tions have impressed us with the fact j 
tnat tuberculosis is a curable disease j 
and in a largo measure a preventable 
disease. The purpose of the kind of 
institution suggested by the commis- i 
Bion is not simply to restore a certain ; 
limited number of persons to health. I 
but tho plan is also to make an cdu I 
cational institution for 
tho 
medical 


profession and for the people of the 
state.

"Since there are 25.000 persona in j 


Indiana suffering from consumption it 
is impossible for the state to under- 
take the treatment of all or any large 
proportion of this number, but it can | 
take a number of tho 
early cases i 


among tho poor and those of limited j 
means and restore a largo proportion ' 
of them to useful activity. 


What State Will Teach. 


"In doing this tho state will teach 


the medical profession and the public 
the Important lesson of an early diag- 
nosis of the disease and early treat- 
ment. At the game time the state will 
send out these restored patients thor- 
oughly trained in the important meas- 
ures of prevention and these things 
will teach others. 


"The cost of sucn 
an Institution 


complete and ready for work, the com- 
mission estimates, will be not more 
than $200,000." 
• The commission urges that there he 
no delay In the establishment of a hos- 
pital for consumptives, and tho sug- 
gestion is made that the coming legis- 
lature, which will consider tho report, 
take the first steps toward building 
the institution.

Tho family, 
although deserving, were in very strait- 
ened circumstances and could neither af- 
ford the services of a specialist nor hos- 
pital care. They cared for the child at 
their home for eight long weeks, doing 
the very best they could. But the dis- 
figurements were terrible and tho sight 
was being lost, so in despair they made 
application through the hospital staff for 
admittance. The eye specialist's sen-ices 
were secured and strenuous efforts were 
put forth in tho plucky little fellow's be- 
half. Had their been funds in the com- 
mittee's hands this case -would surely have 
been transferred to them: but under ex- 
isting conditions the child was admitted 
on the father's promise to pay the best he 
could, viz: $1.00 every two weeks. The 
joy and gratitude exhibited by the parents 
when the child was removed to its home 
was ample proof of the splendid results 
obtained.
